Dulles and several aides will ar­ 
rive at Bonn, capital of West Ger­ 
many, tomorrow for talks with 
Chancellor Adenauer. 
They will then fly to London, ar­ 
riving Friday, for talks with Prime 
Minister Churchill and Foreign 
Secretary Eden. Eden is presently 
on a tour of West European capi­ 
tals on the German defense prob­ 
lem. 
Dulles will return to Washing­ 
ton Saturday morning in time for 
final preparations for attendance 
at the opening of the United Na­ 
tions General Assembly Tuesday. 
Dulles will bypass Paris, the 
itinerary disclosed. The only offi­ 
cial explanation was that he will 
not have time to talk to Premier 
Mcndes-France. However, he has 
been reported very displeased with 
Mendes-France’s handling of the 
EDC issue when it was defeated 
by the French Assembly two weeks 
ago. Furthermore it is understood 
that Mendcs-France has not pro­ 
duced any suggestions for a new 
approach to the German problem.

It calls for the 
federal government to return 3 per 
cent of the income tax paid by 
Missourians—about 4 1/»* million a 
year. 
Take Poke at Donnelly 
Republicans took a crack at Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly’s veto of a $9' i- 
million school aid “bonus” 'appro­ 
priation last year and his action 
in cutting appropriations for men­ 
tal hospitals by $3 million. 
Both parties made it plain they 
plan a hard fight to increase their 
congressional representation and 
gain control of both houses of the 
state legislature. Democrats now 
have the edge in the congressionaT 
delegation, seven to four, and con­ 
trol the House. 
Democrats criticized the f a r m 
policies of Agriculture Secretary 
Benson, charging 
he had 
gone 
back on administration promises 
and hud caused a farm depression. 
Republicans countered with a 
call for a program to rehabilitate 
drought ridden sections of the 
state, establishment of a state wa­ 
ter rights policy and an egg grad­ 
ing law. 
Republicans urged a state speed 
limit law. Democrats omitted that 
but hit at what they called GOP 
“giveaway” policies on natural re­ 
sources.
